recent survey examining the tobacco 
industry’s influence state pols has 
brought new meaning the term 
“smoke-filled rooms.” The survey, con- 
ducted the Group Against Smoking 
Pollution (GASP), reveals that state 
legislators took money last year from 
lobbyists for the Tobacco Institute, the 
political arm the cigarette industry. 

The legislator who got the single 
largest contribution last year ($1000 
the legal maximum) was Representative 
Timothy Bassett (D-Lynn), chairman 
the Committee Commerce and Labor. 
Now Bassett’s committee considering 
bill ban distribution free cigarette 
samples (like those given out down- 
town street corners). Happily for the 
tobacco industry, the bill has been stalled 
the House since June, 
legislature recess until after Labor 
Day. 

Another big contribution ($700) went 
Senator John Burke Holyoke, 
chairman the Committee Public 
Safety. Last year, Burke’s committee 
killed bill intended reduce the fire 
hazard associated with smoking (it 
would have required that cigarettes 
self-extinguishing). The In- 
stitute strenuously opposed this bill. 

course, most legislators would tell 
you that their votes cannot bought 
contributions from the tobacco industry 
from anyone else. But all all, GASP 
found checking the public records, 
the industry spent $13,000 political 
contributions last year.

Gurewitz, Linger said, had been assured 
Margaret Bliss, then president the 
league’s state branch, that the non- 
invitation was only because 
made onto the ballot; Linger said Bliss 
told Gurewitz that the SWP’s candidate 
made onto the ballot “the next 


the league’s next debate. the next 
election,” Linger said, “and the 
ballot.” 

Linger’s statement also blamed the 
Chamber Commerce for making the 
debate event.

Judy Haas, the 
state league’s chairwoman “voter 
service,” explained that each chapter 
the league may set its own rules 
selecting participants. try 
encourage local leagues set criteria 
before candidates are announced 
certified,” she said. And indeed, the 
criteria for being invited this debate 
were set couple days before certifica- 
tion; the league required that candidate 
make the ballot for the preliminary 
election and generate “demonstrable 
voter interest.” one from the league 
the chamber was willing explain 
how the level “voter interest” 


candidate was demonstrated. 

Reacting the exclusion the two 
mayoral candidates, former president 
the league’s Springfield chapter re- 
marked, “If were member the 
Boston chapter, resign.”

They now know 
something will happen, and many 
suspect will take place during Mon- 
planned civil-disobedience action. 
Yet knowing what likely happen 
doesn’t lessen the tension. Throughout 
the day Sunday, women speculate: will 
fire the camp, perhaps another 
set slashed water lines, stray rock 
thrown from ledge along the road 
leading from the encampment the 
depot? heightened sense danger 
makes Sunday day unrest, day 
complete with mourning and pleas for 
rational behavior. 

Not since the opening the camp, 
when local residents were angered the 
camp’s refusal fly the American flag, 
have local people focused negatively 
the 53-acre farm rural Romulus 
(pop. 2063). Modeled after the Greenham 


Common peace camp military 
base Great Britain, the encampment 
has been involved the community 
since opened, July For the most 
part, that involvement has taken the 
form protests against the alleged 
storage nuclear weapons the Seneca 
Army Depot, just over mile from the 
peace camp. But peace-camp members 
have also been attending local churches, 
meeting with local residents, and gener- 
ally trying fit the rural military 
town. their forays the base, more 
than 150 women were arrested warned 
military officials between opening 
day and July 31. The number will swell 
Monday, when protesters are taken 
into custody after climbing the depot 
fence. 

The time for climbing will later. 
This the heat the afternoon 
Sunday. around p.m., some sit down 
decide the fate the those who have 
been imprisoned after the aborted march 
through Waterloo. Exactly how much 
power they have over that fate 
questionable, those jail make their 
own decisions about legal problems. But 
the women have the power protest 
outside the makeshift prison, power 
that attorneys for the women say just 
might keep the prisoners jail even 
longer. 

Some women plan exploit the 
arrests protest injustice; they tell the 
group during the 90-minute meeting that 
one should turn her back justice 
guarantee shorter sentences for the 
prisoners.

For Esther Rae, years old 
and mother four, the start 
the march time remind 
herself recurring nightmare.

Reading 
the words without the voices, 
one would have found hard 
guess who had said what, except 
that Mondale took pains 
verbal journey and down the 
tables, stroking particular gov- 
ernors for their “outstanding ef- 
forts” improve education. 

Only Hollings really reached 
the governors the audience. 
succeeded doing partly 
because remembered that 
people like laugh, but mostly 
because kept his message 
simple. Introducing him, Gover- 
nor Charles Robb Virginia 
poked fun his thick Southern 
accent. The South Carolina sena- 
tor immediately turned that his 
advantage: thought would 
take some diction lesson cor- 
rect that speech impediment,” 
drawled. “Then thought 
Secretary State Kissinger and 
Secretary Haig, and someone 
reminded that the one with 
the accent was the one could 
understand.” When the spon- 
taneous outburst laughter and 
applause the first for any 
candidate, but only the first 
many for Hollings died, 
continued, “But it’s not ac- 
cent, but figure $14 billion 
dollars that will throw you into 
shock.” 

And just like that, with 
history lesson, platitudinous 
vagueness, plopped the es-

Holl- 
ings proposed giving each and 
every teacher $5000 raise, with 
$10,000 for the inner-city teach- 
ers, thus effectively outbidding 
Mondale who later offered 
$11 billion program, with the 
money spread over local aid, 
retraining, and science and voca- 
tional programs for the 1.7- 
million-member National Educa- 
tion Association’s endorsement. 
“You say, ‘Where are you going 
get the money?’ Hollings 
said. “Thirty billion for the 
missile; $40 billion for B-1 
bomber that becomes obsolete 
1990. Certainly the schoolchil- 
dren America are worth least 
one weapons system.” Again the 
interruption applause, long 
and enthusiastic. 

The question-and-answer 
session that followed was more 
the same. Leaving the sym- 
posium, one was hard-put re- 
call anything Askew had 
proposed, remember 
whether was Mondale Hart 
(or both) who proposed more 
money encourage engineers 
and scientists, but you sure 
hell knew what Hollings wanted: 
cut Reagan’s voracious de- 
fense budget and use the money 
raise teachers’ salaries.

The Colo- 
rado has been unable 
convince party regulars who lie 
the ideological penumbra 
shares with Mondale that his 
high-tech gloss offers anything 
more interesting than Mondale’s 
rebuffed liberalism. All that has 
left his candidacy rudderless, and 
nearly dead the water.

The popularity diving 
probably has something 
with the way our lives land 
spill over into the water the 
form boats, abandoned cars 
and weapons, dams, locks, 
seawalls, bridges, and on. And 
summer afternoons frequently 
draw people the same 
direction out sea and 
straight down for strictly 
recreational purposes. fact, 
sport diving has grown 
dramatically the New England 
area during the last two decades. 
weekend mornings, most 
the more than dozen greater- 
Boston-area diving shops are 
crowded with friendly crush 
sport divers filling their tanks 
with enough compressed air for 
afternoon under the high seas. 

Much this activity has been 
made possible advances 
underwater technology. Until 
World War II, underwater 
exploration and work was done 
cumbersome, heavy suits and 
large helmets. The development 
scuba equipment (scuba 
acronym for self-contained 
underwater breathing apparatus) 
Jacques- Yves Cousteau and 
Emil Gagnan, the ‘40s, made 
possible the popular, modern 
approach life under water. 
Cousteau has continued his 
involvement, course, through 
his underwater-research projects 
(frequently documented PBS 
television programs) and his

Soon Jezowski was diving 
the wreck with his son. 
discovered that wreck diving was 
not exactly the way appears 
the movies. expect 
down there and find whole ship 
sitting the bottom, maybe 
listing one says. “But 
flattened out and 
buried. The most you see the 
outset few timbers sticking 
out the sand. Everything else 
either encrusted buried.” 

Gradually Jezowski began 
acquiring the tools and 
techniques for retrieving the 
brass and copper from ship. 
“You can’t just down and 
expect pick the stuff up,” 
explains. “Now always bring 
number tools with me: 
hammer, chisel, bag, light, 
hacksaw, and inflatable buoys 
mark the location whatever 
I've found.” 

What Jezowski has found, 
far, are some 200 copper spikes 
that were used fasten planks. 
(His research has turned 
contract for the spikes that 
indicates they were made Paul 
Revere.) has also discovered 
bronze medal issued the New 
York first battalion, 
bullets and shells, parts 
sword, nails and drift pins, 
thermos jug, spoons and forks, 
and number brass pins.

Diving general risky 
business, one whose dangers are 
well known.

Jezowski has never been 
bothered sharks, but poking 
around crevices has taught him 
cautious creatures like 
the monkfish medium-size fish 
with jumbo-size jaws), which can 
impart nasty bite surprised 
disturbed.

“They brought 
along case the smugglers tried 
throw anything overboard. But 
after while decided that 
divers really necessary. 
Those bales float, you know.” 

The harbor Kennebunkport, 
Maine, small, narrow, and not 
very deep. two spots, granite 
ledges come within six feet 
the surface, close enough catch 
few keels and jolt few crews, 
embarrassing them front all 
those tourists looking out from 
the harborside restaurants.

The 
crew three board 
periodica!ly dons wetsuits and 
jumps overboard for half hour 
so. 

Mason, whose Methuen-based 
operation called Inner Space 
Services (“Underwater the 
exact opposite outer 
explains), has been working 
under the water ever since was 
15, when joined the Merchant 
Marine. His diving experience 
has been considerable, but hardly 
glamorous. used dive for 
wrecks but gave up. good 
hobby,” says now, “but don’t 
try make living it.

Instead, Mason earns his 
money marine contractor, 
working the industrial end the 
diving business, keeping water 
and land their proper places.

Maybe only stopping for few 
moments, branch has obscured that 
Parking sign, vandals have lifted 
your car onto the sidewalk. you have 
car around here, some point 
probably get towed. 

And most likely, Pacific Street 
dirt-and-gravel lot will where gets 
towed to. Pat’s contracts most the local 
universities, the Capitol police, and the 
Prudential Center, addition splitting 
police work with other companies. Its 
trucks are red and are impeccably waxed 
and maintained, which probably makes 
them recognizable when thun- 
dering away with hapless Rabbit 
tow. wonder that when winch 
mob cruises city streets, the only friendly 
waves come from cops. The rest the 
world raises clenched fist, middle 
finger worse. 

the lot couple months ago, 
customer got more than bit unruly 
when found that his car had been 
towed because had been the victim 
hit-and-run. That is, reached into his 
coat and pulled out hand machine gun. 
Day manager Billy Megan became 
celebrity for day, the Herald: had 
calm him down. asked had 
insurance, said yes, said, fuck the 
car, take care yourself. dropped the 
gun and said right. Then the cops 
came and took out again. thought 
was going blow away; then 
put his own head and said just 
end all right here.’ The cops talked him 
down, though broke the first set 
handcuffs they put him.” 

The towing fee was $30. 

“People think enjoy this,” says the 
driver known “Ralph LaFong.” 
just fucking job. Like being soda 
jerk.” The towering LaFong, wearing his 
shirt unbuttoned response the 
heat and bandana around his blond 
head, duty driving tow truck. His 
week. Then works government job 
until 11. you had survive the pay 
from driving truck,” “you 
eat. That’s why it’s mostly 
young people.” 

For roughly hour, drivers 
endure the wrath people who think 
they get paid the car.

says, who comes the door 
says, oughta into the towing 
business. You guys are making million 
bucks.’ It’s like any other business 
some days are good, some are slow.” 

The day spent was the laid- 
back sort. Like any respectable Cam- 
bridge resident, enjoyed 24-hour 
towing service the past twice this 
the lot nestled Cambridge’s industrial 
zone; felt tad queasy about parking 
car where all the red monsters were 
milling around. 

Well, “monsters” isn’t exactly fair. Tow 
trucks, owner Bob Parsons 
repeatedly pointed out during the day, 
many noble deeds, including rescuing 
motorists and transporting wrecks. But 
that’s not what first springs mind 
metropolitan area where parking spaces 
are vanishing species. 

There’s little chance anyone will ever 
mount sitcom called Tow Truck! Not 
only would prejudices against the 
characters need overcome, but also 
the interesting portions the weekly 
adventures real crew would hardly 
fill half-hour episode. Although occa- 
sional fiery crash flipped bus provides 
important, challenging work, more often 
days are taken with odd jobs, coffee 
breaks, shadowboxing, 
through the Herald. 

The tow crew, ethnic grab bag 
whose average age seems the 
mid-20s, are either radio call, waiting 
the line trucks behind Cambridge’s 
street sweeper, puttering around the 
lot. 

One employee says decided 
drive truck because didn’t want 
work indoors all summer. But though the 
sleek red interior, high seat, and always- 
blasting radio the cab confers bit 
luxury, the engine powerful and 
runs much hours day, keeping 
the cab broiling hot. Each 

typical day Pat’s begins when 
the six-truck street-cleaning crew heads 
out just before a.m. joins matching 
crews from the city’s two other outfits, 
Cambridge Tow and B&B, well the 
city worker and the cop who precede 
them with system and healthy 
wad tickets. The prey start rolling 
past electronic gate about 
minutes later, lined flanks 
dozens wide. Owners show sporadi- 
cally. Some arrive 
others, I’m told, come for days 


because they yet realized their 


muster the necessary cash. Although 
there are two chairs the modified- 
trailer office lot, few customers 
seem the mood sit, and few take 
much interest the sparse decor. 
Around the wood-paneled walls, calen- 
dars proliferate, advertising everything 


from itself local Chinese eatery 
(this one’s complete with the proverbial 
bare-chested maiden). Second only 
the number calendars the number 
black phones, which include hotlines 
the police. Two signs overhead read: “If 
annoy you it’s mutual” and “FOR 
YOUR PROTECTION this conversation 
being recorded.” 

“The tape recorder used for irate 
people,” explains the other day manager, 
Billy Stainer. one out 10.” And 
the dispatcher’s job also involves ex- 
plaining calmly what the irate never 
seem know already: soon car 
lifted, the fee $15; the truck moves, 
even you catch with half block 
later, that’s $25; and gets the lot, 
incurs day’s worth the $5-per-day 
storage fee. 

All this above and beyond the fines 
that along with the parking tickets 
that land you the first place. 
Driver LaFong understands why people 
get mad: “Times are tough now. Money’s 
tight. towing like two day’s pay 
lot people.” But, complains, “They 
blame for towing the car, when it’s the 
police that have them towed. didn’t 
it, someone else would.” 

LaFong has little sympathy for scof- 
flaws whose cars are booted for the 
people towed make way for Cam- 
bridge’s street sweepers, which purge 
cars and debris between April and 
November. the start each season, 
the trucks reap especially bountiful 
harvest new forgetful residents. 
recent Harvard Square cleaning captured 
250 cars, with 100 them going 
LaFong marvels, “We get the same 
people over and over. can’t believe how 
fucking stupid they are. This the city 

Street cleaning necessary, says; 
until about years ago, the roads 
would get filthy that sewers would 
clog during rainstorms. After 
dozen years when police crews put 
temporary signs, which could torn 
down, compromising the legality the 
tow, permanent street signs were in- 
stalled. 

The tow men wait until the cop has 
written the ticket, then swerve behind 
front the car, depending 
whether has front-wheel drive. “You 
gotta know your cars,” says driver Lee 
Goldman. When the doors are locked, 
the driver slides tool along the window 
and tugs the mechanism within the 
door. does this easily wonder 
why people even bother locking their 
cars. The rubber slip nudged under the 
bumper, the chains clank onto 
and whoosh the car barrels away, 
before you can say Tow.” 

Well, almost. this particular day 
North Cambridge, residents scurry out 
their homes the warning drones 
on, and many tows are aborted before

“If they come out angry, charge ‘em 
matter what,” says Bobby Megan, 25, 
been towing for year. “If 
polite, the sometimes 
ask the driver not to.” This kind 
person distinct from the seemingly 
obedient but tricky type, Megan points 
out, “You get people who fake going for 
their wallet, you let the car down, they 
jump and drive off.” 

Sooner later the indecencies and 
hatred tend ricochet back the car 
owner, the drivers say. one puts it, 
“Sometimes you see someone who 
yelled you, the highway with his, 
hood up. waves you, and you zoom 
by. Then says, shouldn’t have yelled 
that 

Paul Picillo, 25, who has operated one 
Cambridge’s sweepers for two years, 
feels the tow men are targets wrath 
unjustly. “These guys don’t deserve 
called assholes. one gets paid enough 

notoriety derives from its “un- 
wanted” tows the ones not requested 
the cars’ owners. Owner Bob Parsons 
says that, were not for the cash flow 
they create, he’d just soon not deal 
with them. silver-haired man his 
mid-40s, Parsons prefers dwell 
other services. nine states, its 
trucks cart antiques, engines, and wrecks, 
help motorists trouble, and unlock cars 
for the careless. 

Parsons also objects the image the 
towing business moneymaking 
machine. maintains that “expenses 
this business eat all your profits.” 
Parsons says paying $68,000 this 
year insurance cover the 
wreckers, his employees, and the 
hundreds towed vehicles. why does 
stick with it? For the junk, explains. 
“What towing does feed another 
business. What get salvage.” 

Indeed, the lot teems with trashed cars 
that Parsons has bought auctions 
from dealers, use for parts. Flying 
above them weatherbeaten American 
flag, sort fitting testimony the 
American ingenuity that goes into the 
industry car-mangling. Hundreds 
burnouts line the lot, their tires shredded, 
their windshields and trunks crumpled, 
their rusting seat frames the only parts 
remaining upright. Still wrapped around 
the wipers some them are unpaid 
tickets, wrinkled the rain, weather- 
faded notes pleading, “Please don’t 

Now and then, local inebriate will 
emerge from one the heaps early the 
morning. guy wandered out with 
shoes and said lived Detox,” one 
employee recalls. asked him where his 
shoes were, and said, ‘Back the car, 
with the broad.’ went back there with 
billy club; there was broad. shoes, 
either.” 

For all their dealings with drunk, gun- 
toting, just plain furious people, 
workers would rather hang out the air- 
conditioned office than cruise the grisly 
potholes Cambridge. One confides 
that the best thing about the job the 
time allows.

But 1973 also carried promise for sign 
reformers. The city passed its first sign 
code, regulating the size, placement, and 
licensing storefront signs. Ironically, 
the code created new class signs 
Kenmore Square: illegal ones. qualify, 
sign could any the following: too 
high, too large, flashing, free-standing 
(that is, not attached building), 
simply unlicensed. first, reformers like 
Kasdon hailed the sign code victory. 
But law only good its 
enforcement. 

Department Inspectional Services 
Commissioner Anthony Pepicelli argues 
that his department has other things 
worry about besides enforcing the sign 
code punctiliously: its inspectors also 
have elevators and roofs inspect. 
Rarely does storefront sign pose the 
same danger public safety as, say, 
faulty elevator sagging roof. 
inspectors don’t out looking for [sign- 
code] says Pepicelli. adds 
that they follow complaints raised 
area residents and merchants, but that 
few such complaints have come from 


Kenmore Square recently. 
Kasdon, though, tired complain- 


ing. She says that around six years ago 


she protested against about two dozen 
signs she thought were illegal. Little 
changed. So, Kasdon says, she filed 
another series complaints two years 
later, again with little result. Efforts 
other kinds her own and fellow 
crusaders’ have been similarly unsuc- 
cessful. 

About five years ago, Kasdon remem- 
bers, she complained Pepicelli’s prede- 
cessor about sign pollution. got all 
worked up,” she recalls. The com- 
missioner hired sign inspector, she says 
but the experiment was called off 
before Kenmore Square ever got in- 
spected. 

Then there was the Neighborhood 
Development 
gram, which offered merchants 
percent rebate storefront renovations. 
couldn’t find single taker Kenmore 
Square. The area’s business group, the 
Kenmore Association, even find 
anyone promote the program, and 
lapsed. 

Then there was Bob Matson. Matson 
came City Hall two and half years 
ago zoning administrator charge 
signs. inspector However, 
zealously exercised his right 
register sign complaints. used 
purges,” recalls one Matson’s 
supervisors. don’t mind 
exercises his rights, but let him 
his own time.” For more than 
year now, Matson has kept his com- 
plaints himself. spends much his 
working time these days processing the 
paperwork new storefront signs. 

Joanne Prevost Anzalone, the 
licensing commissioner, was also the 
band wagon for while. January; 1982, 
the city council passed ordinance 
calling for inspection all signs 
Boston. Anzalone expressed interest 
seeing the ordinance through and 
schedule stiff fines for sign-code 
violators. But her project required fund- 
ing, which she didn’t think get 
from the city council, she decided not 
apply for it. The project died. 

Also last year, another hope was 
dashed. The Pizza Pad, Kenmore Deli, 
announced was going change its 
name Woody’s and replace its garish 
plastic sign with one. 
But when the owners realized how much 
the project would cost, they dropped 
and put new plastic Pizza Pad sign 
instead. much for the Kenmore 
Association’s hope that Woody’s would 
“get the ball for sign reform 
the square. 

Even Kasdon has been unable 
maintain full head steam about sign 
reform. Over the past few years she’s 
devoted more effort other projects, like 
curbing institutional expansion and liq- 
uor licenses. 

Today, there are still shopkeepers who

Priests politics 
Liberation theology Latin-style

Ithough “liberation the- 
ology” has been around 

for years now, 
hardly passé; this school re- 
ligious thought has played 
important part the recent 
religious news. When, earlier 
the year, Digest and 
Minutes charged that the Na- 
tional and World Council 
Churches were supporting both 
communism and terrorism, they 
were attacking the perceived re- 
sults liberation theology. Pope 
John Paul has also been con- 
cerned about its effects though 
hard say exactly how 
feels. During his March visit 
Central America, the pope ad- 
monished priest and Nicaraguan

Cardenal for his involvement 
with the Sandinistas; doing so, 
seemed criticizing libera- 
tion theology.

Every 
school religious thought has its 
favorite Biblical points pound 
home; the liberation theologians’ 
favorites are the Exodus story 
and identification with the 
poor. The Exodus story, 
God’s interest freeing the 
oppressed.

Liberation theologians interpret 
his example identifying with 
the poor being against poverty 
but for the poor; that is, though 
poverty evil, the poor are close 
God, and making the poor into 
the rich solution because 
much easier for the rich 
spiritually bankrupt.

what Chinese restaurants use, 
quite smoky, though damn 
good. The kielbasa was notice- 
ably smokier than store-bought. 
The fried chicken was pleasant 
surprise kept tender, with 
spicy batter, not heavily breaded, 
and none too greasy. approve.

The willingness missionaries 
work with the oppressed 
frequently interpreted support 
for violence, but such charges are 
often made without any 
documentation. particularly 
sad instance leaping con- 
clusions was Janu- 
ary attack the National and 
World Council Churches.

the South West African People’s 
Organization, convinced met 
the organization’s humanitarian- 
need criteria. “SWAPO needs 
funds for legal defense 
apartheid’s victims Namibia 
and care for their families,” the 
WCC reported One World, its 
monthly magazine. 

During the Minutes report, 
Morley Safer tried press WCC 
General Secretary Philip Potter 
into conceding that the donation 
was based the naive assump- 
tion that the money 
finance violence. “But you 
know they misused 
know,” Potter replied. “But 
you wouldn’t know they did,” 
Safer insisted. “Nor have you 
been able prove that they have 
used for arms,” Potter rejoined.

John Wicklein, writing the 
liberal magazine Christianity and 
Crisis, the investigators 
made effort trace the WCC 
‘money. asked the segment 
producer, Marti Galovic, she 
had gone Africa check this 
out. ‘No, course not,’ she 
didn’t try trace any 
money for Safer and

But these are 
probably the most inadequate 
replies all the questions libera- 
tion theology raises.

Cuba, those replies will sound 
positively lame. 

But for now, liberation the- 
ology still very attractive 
those Christians who see 
chance overcome 
academic theology and put 
their beliefs work.

RANSACKING THE CITY SEARCH LOVE

hat about the attraction between 
two men that hypnotizes some people 
into spending years their lives 
sampling one partner after another 
the virtual exclusion everything else? What 
about the bond between parent and child that 
prevents some people from perceiving themselves 
creatures independent from the ones who gave 
them birth? What about homosexuality that 
makes irreconcilable with the family, that 
creates some people alienation unlike 
anything else? These are the questions that visit, 
the middle the night, the middle his life, 
the narrator Andrew Holleran’s Nights 
Aruba (Morrow, 250 pages, $12.95), the second 
novel the author Dancer from the Dance. 
Just like the madeleine that sends Proust 
spinning through Remembrance Things Past 
ona spiral memory and desire, yellow lift 
from former lover that years later 
commemorates the long-past affair that 
launches Holleran’s protagonist meditative 
journey through the first half his life. man 
hooked the pleasures and promises 
Manhattan’s gay subculture, that yellow lift ticket 
invitation ride again and again the 
exhilarating heights romantic passion and 
reminder his failure appreciate anything but 
the thrill the ride. “Some nights told myself 
that even though was exhausted should get out 
bed and walk Second Avenue Stuyvesant 
Square and find someone standing under tree 
and bring him back the room which lay 
alone, wasting yet one more night youth 
already artificially extended failure find 
anything more compelling than this experience.” 
Few images are more tragic and romantic than 
that wasted life, particularly life devoted 
the pursuit love. Andrew Holleran has made 
that tragic and romantic life the subject his 
fiction. Dancer from the Dance, which was 
published 1978, captured breed people 
“bound together common love certain 
kind music, physical beauty, and style all the 
things one throw away ounce 


energy pursuing; and sometimes throw 
life pursuing.” hero, the beautiful and 
enigmatic Malone, wastes good deal his life 
being unable distinguish the image the 
perfect lover that looms like oasis the 
distance from the alluring mirage gay life 
discos, bathhouses, and Fire Island mansions that 
surrounds like shimmering veil. Trapped 


two illusions, Malone disappears into the 


breach. The first-person narrator Nights 
Aruba also haunted opposing ideals, but his 
are more concrete and he’s determined keep 
them apart: the gay life conducts from his 
roach-infested apartment St. Mark’s Place, and 
the family life maintains his parents’ home 
sleepy Southern town. 

Yet like Malone, the protagonist Nights 
Aruba longs vain for stability and wholeness 
that neither his lives provides. his only 
moments peace occur during the plane rides 
between Newark and Gainesville. “Maybe was 
merely the chance rest, the fact that only the 
airplane was momentarily free the two lives 
tried keep separate earth. Perhaps was just 
relaxation the vigilance required keep the 
two ignorant each other the vigilance 
hypocrite can seldom relax.” 

Hypocrite odd word this context. For 
Holleran, applies someone who leads 
double life, like actor long-running show 
with which the author intimate. 
Andrew Holleran is, after all, pseudonym, and 
after Dancer from the Dance came out the author 
took some flak for celebrating flamboyant gay 
lifestyle print yet disguising his identity 
protect, said, his family, who indeed live 
sleepy Southern town. was the equivalent 
catching Madalyn Murray her knees 
chapel. 

Nights Arubais response such criticism, 
attempt explain the contradiction being 
noted chronicler gay sexual indulgence and 
exquisitely polished Dancer from the Dance. 
But those are qualities that often come easily

Our notion art presupposes the 
aesthetic object’s uselessness: call the 
bronzes works art, then, ap- 
preciate their decorative and technical 
excellence, and perhaps their strange- 
ness, rather than their aptness the 
purposes they originally served. 
course, the Chinese bronzes have 
outlasted those original purposes 
many centuries. early the 11th 
century Chinese scholars and collectors 
were treating these objects exotic and 
precious antiquities and categorizing 
them according formal typology that 
still standard. 

The bronze vessels the Sackler 
Collections are products the Shang

Watching Moyers his stuff, it’s not 
hard understand the hushed reverence 
public figures, and critics alike. His 
television personality 
Moyers has the apostolic gravity 
man close the wellsprings goodness 
and truth yet properly diffident about 
drawing too near them. The intent 
listener, lips pursed concentration, 
fingers pressed lightly together, prompt- 
ing, rephrasing, posing the searching 
question, Moyers sage you can trust. 
And he’s just remote enough, just private 
enough engender myths omnis- 
cience, even saintliness (if were 
appear one day screen wearing 
cassock, chances are would while 
before anyone noticed). Yet Moyers 
very much people’s man. Those pleas- 
ant, unremarkable features, the 
Hearts haircut, 
glasses, and soft Southern accent all 
connote someone you could exchange 
pleasantries with the bus. 

Moyers’s image curious amalgam 
the different strands his chequered, 
volatile career. The former divinity stu- 
dent, earnest and sincere, wants desper- 
ately understand why people find 
hard keep their marriage vows these 
days.

from Moyers), make fetish 
statistics scientific findings, and he’s 
not afraid speculate, let know 
that’s what he’s doing.

It’s not easy 
foster cerebrality medium that’s 
been brought rely heavily 
surface emotions. 

greatest asset, per- 
haps, his ability express fairly 
sophisticated ideas ordinary language 
without condescending his subjects 
his viewers.

Among the least egoistic inter- 
viewers, Moyers prefers maintain 
unobtrusive presence, letting the camera 
roam about rest subjects’ faces 
they talk, allowing dart back only 
occasionally him listens nods 
restrained encouragement. True, 
knows his media dramaturgy well 
anybody. the last segment his 
Gadsden trip visit the home 
middle-aged worker found job 
300 miles away, arriving just the 
family making its tearful farewells. 
Moyers dwells, you might expect, 
the details, but having used them full 
advantage, presses them quickly into 
the unsentimental service larger goals. 
allowed neither the luxury 
cheery, upbeat ending nor grateful 
wallow the easy cathartic pity such 
scene-setting encourages. Instead, 
Moyers jolts the viewer back into 
harsher reality. quotes from news 
item which some the nation’s 
captains industry state that even the 
stronger future economy which they 
place their confidence, few these 
workers will needed. And there 
ends. 

hard say whether Our Times will 
pick audience large enough stay 
the air. Presumably Bill Moyers 
disposable Walter Cronkite, and the 
brief period during which the networks 
showed themselves willing reprieve 
shows with wobbly ratings seems 
ending. But the Road and Our Times 
make good pair, and that order. For

escape the constrictions matrimony. 
one the choice ironies our time 
that while straight novelists and play- 
wrights from John Updike David 
Mamet, Richard Price Janet Hobhouse 
are creating characters who chafe under 
social conventions and long for the 
promiscuous abandon homosexuals en- 
joy, the values family and religion are 
being wistfully idealized gay writers 
like Harvey Fierstein and Lanford 
Wilson, Edmund White and Andrew 
Holleran.

The ex- 
traordinary thing about Nights Aruba 
that covers virtually the same 
territory Dancer yet tells different 
story. The two complement each other, 
like transparent overlapping diagrams 
anatomy textbooks. 

Dancer floated giddily sea

clothing fetishes, beautiful men, and 
sexual with only hint the 
gloomy undertow that would eventually 
sweep away its Gatsby-like hero. Nights 
Aruba all undertow. Whereas 
Dancer Malone presented desirable 
and sympathetic (heroic, really), 
Holleran makes the narrator Nights 
Aruba unpleasant person, blind 
self-contradiction and foolish love. 
first his romanticism seems appealing, 
even eloquent. began suspect that 
the world man occupies tiny sphere 
after all, that the people who love that 
individual die, one one, erased 
gradually like drawing, limb limb, 
till hardly feels exists, the world 
strangers has never loved and who 
have not loved him.” This sense 
passing time stirs him missionary 
urgency. “Like ghost, vampire, had 
find the look the eyes stranger 
that certified was still alive, least 
wanted someone the 

But then meets The Lover, Sal, 
airplane mechanic who lives New 
Jersey. And stunningly compact 
nine-page passage that the high point 
Nights Aruba, discovers, 
cherishes, turns against, 
disposes exactly the sort rela- 
tionship supposedly desires with his 
entire being.

The continual flights from family 
faggotry and back grow repetitious the 
book wears on, and they muddle our 
sense time. Then there are the 
liabilities confessional fiction. not 
understand, for instance, the significance 
the emotions and actions that bind this 
man his mother; the details that 
relationship seem have been insuffi- 
ciently translated into the language the 
novel. 

Still, Holleran’s gift for observation, 
his unabashed embrace human pas- 
sion his subject, and his 
illumine emotion mark him writer 
with sure talent and original voice. 
could, imagine, continue plow 
indefinitely the terrain has staked out 
his first two novels the glamorous 
face and the turbulent soul contem- 
porary gay life New York City. Each 
installment would revelation.

Again like Dylan and 
Springsteen (or Young, Reed, Van 
Morrison), Costello has unruly voice 
and overly literary lyrics, neither 
which fits easily into pop form. These 
performers are all writers first; 
singers authorial rather than God- 
given voice, and not musicians 
all, not the technical sense in- 
strumentalists capable playing others’ 
repertoires. They therefore have evolved 
styles peculiarly suited expressing 
their original compositional idiosyn- 
crasies. which say that 
Costello’s most jarringly juxtaposed 
stylistic experiments represent his most 
convincing and his most commercially 
flawed records. And that why Punch 
the Clock (Columbia), his ninth album, 
and his most poppish since Armed 
Forces, his most insignificant record, 
and potentially his greatest hit (cf. the 
Clash’s Combat Rock). 

three albums followed 
the pub-to-punk-to-pop development 
the formative new wave, transforming 
bitterness into rage into distance, more 
less tune with the times. The Elvis 
new man. should have given 
the pseudonym (it still sounds stupid, 
and betrays his stature) when gave 
the rock and roll.

iscriminating rock-and-roll fans this 
country can finally tone down their 

horrified wails about white British dance 
bands’ ubiquitous, maddening, mosquito-whine 
electroboogie. Pride shallowness remains the 
defining trait these by-synths-possessed, but 
here and there performers are forsaking Soft Cell 
for brain cells: Thomas Dolby deploys pithy 
rhythm wit, ABC manage light-touch hedonism, 
Flock Seagulls cast battery hooks, and 
Culture Club introduce winning pair singles. 
Nonetheless, these are refinements nuance 
(except for Dolby’s sublime song arranging), and 
pop does not live style alone. Heaven 17’s The 
Luxury Gap serves more than subsistence- 
radio rations. Last year, the group’s debut, 
Heaven 17, featured strapping protest novelty, 
Need This) Fascist Groove Thang,” 
buried busy and boring compilation 
English-LP tracks. The Luxury Gap, with its 
deeper-toned linndrums and its less refractory 
synthesizers, Heaven aim locate synthpop’s 
moral center. 

The first side consists “Crushed the 
Wheels Industry,” Live Fast,” All 
Make Bomb,” and “Key the World” dense 
dance anthems, indebted the crystalline fits 
and snappy gimmicks disco surely 
Men Work are indebted the Police. The 
trouble that the unrelenting seriousness 
singer Glenn Gregory makes difficult know 
whether he’s kidding around. Does this band 
really feel crushed the wheels capitalist 
industry? Does really want make terrorist 
bombs? Well, youths suffering from lack 
cultural consensus and economic clout, Heaven 
are too undeluded ignore their workaday 
despair and wait patiently until some flimsy 
promise fortune gets fulfilled: neither 
the American dream nor pop-art escape. Instead, 
they try satisfy upscale desires with mundane 
pleasures within their reach: the nonstop flow 
TV, films, nightclubs, clothes, and especially 
synthpop’s gleaming jungle-rhythm recasts 
glib R&B that, unlike British punk, annoys rather 
than informs fans. And Heaven will not 
denied: their embrace dance messianic 
“syncopation for the nation now” (from “Crushed 
the Wheels Industry”). True, such phrases 
recall standard 
doomspeak, but Heaven also trust the 
richness rhythms that are, after all, ready 
mined. Pop beat, for this band, represents 
homegrown equivalent Italian suits and bottles 
Dom Perignon the affordable toll bridge 
across the luxury gap. The result predictably 
muddled pop-culture politics: despise the ruling 
class and covet their trappings. But synthpop 
ideology, breakthrough articulation 
dialectic. 

The Luxury Gap’s second side more specific 
and aggressive. begins with “Temptation,” 
melodic dialogue between Gregory and 
the devilish female guest singer, Karol Kenyon. 
The song writhes with guilt for pushing sex 
commerce, though obviously flesh can bring vital 
relief from daily-labor pains; wonder, then, 
that its morality drama ends rhythm prayer 
that atones for the unseemly intercourse the 
two voices. “Come Live with Me,” the next 
number, boasts the LP’s most concise narrative: 
middle-aged man recalling his procurement 
lover years younger. “Kiss the boys goodbye,” 
Gregory croons with wounded, 
dignity. These songs’ bleak modern-love compacts 
buyers and sellers both sick dealings 
exaggerate ennui just enough capture synth 
pop’s uneasy sexual poise. Likewise, the subdued 
optimism Best-Kept Secret” offers merely 
vague images nature and free will for solace: but 
it’s expansive ballad with strings that provides 
apt dramatic closure. close scrutiny, this 
fails rewire the short-circuits electropop its 
cogent instructions dwindle into series 
enticing clues. Still, the context synthpop’s 
scandalously short attention demands, The Luxu- 
Gaphints that Heaven can work their minds 
with the diligence with which competitors shake 
bangled bracelets.

Joan Armatrading 
THE KEY 
(A&M) 


oan Armatrading now rocking more in- 

sistently than she has any time her 10- 

year career. And yet was classic cof- 

feehouse gesture that capped the first her 
two recent Orpheum shows: she gamely jabbed 
her microphone toward the audience, and 
responded singing out the “shelter from the 
storm” refrain from her promise friendship, 
“Willow.” Two songs earlier, Armatrading had 
opened her encore with nastier take 
fellowship, the hilarious “(I Love When You) 
Call Names,” which drolly lampoons the 
hidden banality S&M. Long-term fans may 
blanch that encore’s topical span, even accuse 
her trend-tailing; but the rock-and-roll striden- 
she’s been zeroing since How Cruel 
springs from the midnight-acoustic funk that won 
doting cult Joan Armatrading 1976. And 
the metallic clang and breezy velocity The Key 
often constrain Armatrading, it’s engrossing 
hear her struggle against these newly pent-up 
settings. 

Armatrading yet managed turn the 
rock-and-roll voltage the level her subversive 
spikings folkie plainness. Her LPs 
made her the oh-so-perfect collegiate feminist 
heroine: Caribbean-born black Englishwoman 
who brought stutter and skip foursquare 
folk, whose dark bellows cut against the Anglican 
soprano norm. The defiance her lyrics made 
good her antifolk folkiness, but what endures 
the scrubbed-up simplicity her aspirations. 
“Love and Affection” (the big hit from 
Joan Armatrading) and Love Baby” (from 
The Key) reflect this bright bareness: the songs 
move short melodic phrases and lyrical spurts, 
building the most unstaged climaxes. The 
melodies tick-tock, the words never reach for 
poetry beyond the conversational. Armatrading 
often picked banalities and Affection” 
and Love Baby” are full them, from their 
titles down), rolled them around her hands, 
and set them back down mysteriously renewed. 
The implication for her young feminist fans was 
that the dominant (male) folkie conventions could 
enlivened stylish acts patience, much 
the same way that Armatrading stage and 
record exudes wry sexuality without the whisper 
come-on. 

Armatrading’s sobriety bespeaks conservatism 
rather illuminate some commonplace 
than rip shreds. It’s conservatism that her 
cult shares: much the rock and roll The Key 
has pat quality that suggests the form new 
both her and her fans.

tantalizing its sexual intimations). 

Still, sandwiched between the rhythm 
incessant panting after DOR and the expert 
laying-on hands the hired guitarists, 
Armatrading’s voice squashed into mid-range 
that allows little access her resonant low notes 
and can pinch her too tight (“The Key”). And 
producer Steve Lillywhite, used priming 
rock bands for the dance floor, has aptitude for 
Armatrading’s rhythmic fillips there isn’t any 
reason that hard rock shouldn’t able funk 
and flow. Beneath the canned thunder, Armatrad- 
ing’s sharp, self-effacing narratives risk becoming 
just rock lyrics, from which trained glean 
the occasional glittering phrase until the next one 
rolls around. 

almost bravura Orpheum show, the 
generic rockisms were conceded her band, five 
young Englishmen attired white shirts and 
black trousers. And within the textural and 
rhythmic range Armatrading’s career, the 
rockers had chance breathe. More decisive 
was the sight Armatrading unpretentious 
control, claiming both bluster and billow her 
own, and exhorting old and new fans dance and 
sing along. the end, that gift plain speaking 
might her sustaining strength.

Lorien Corbelletti’s childish 
Lea and Madeline McNamara’s 
proud, self-contained Christine 
act like sisters even they don’t 
look like them, and though Cor- 
belletti could curb her nasal 
whine bit, the entire cast 
handles this difficult material, 
combination sociology and 
rite, with confidence and ease.

Little” “Happily Ever 
After,” both forerunners “Be- 
ing Company), and 
some because the big stars re- 
cruited for the leading roles were
